The Correct Handling of a 

Revolution

The Black masses are handling the resistance incorrectly. When the 
brothers in East Oakland, having learned their resistance fighting from 
Watts, amassed the people in the streets, threw bricks and Molotov 
cocktails to destroy property and create disruption, they were herded 
into a small area by the Gestapo police and immediately contained by 
the brutal violence of the oppressor’s storm troops. Although this manner 
of resistance is sporadic, short-lived, and costly, it has been transmitted 
across the country to all the ghettos of the Black nation. 


and educational goals. How can you teach people if the people do not know 
and respect you? The party must exist aboveground as long as the dog power 
structure will allow, and, hopefully, when the party is forced to go underground, the 
party’s message will already have been put across to the people. The vanguard 
party’s activities on the surface will necessarily be short-lived. Thus the party 
must make a tremendous impact upon the people before it is driven into secrecy. 
By that time the people will know the party exists and will seek further information 
about its activities if it is driven underground. 


The identity of the first man who threw a Molotov cocktail is not known by 
the masses, yet they respect and imitate his action. In the same way, the 
actions of the party will be imitated by the people - if the people respect 
these activities. 

The primary job of the party is to provide leadership for the people. It must 
teach by words and action the correct strategic methods of prolonged 
resistance. When the people learn that it is no longer 
advantageous for them to resist by going into the 
streets in large numbers, and when they see the 
advantage in the activities of the guerrilla warfare 
method, they will quickly follow this example. 

But first, they must respect the party which is 
transmitting this message. When the vanguard 
group destroys the machinery of the oppressor by 
dealing with him in small groups of three and four, 
and then escapes the might of the oppressor, the 
masses will be impressed and more likely to adhere 
to this correct strategy. When the masses hear that 
a Gestapo policeman has been executed while 
sipping coffee at a counter, and the revolutionary 
executioners fled without being traced, the masses 
will see the validity of this kind of resistance. It 
is not necessary to organize thirty million Black 
people in primary groups of two’s and three’s, but 
it is important for the party to show the people how 
to stage a revolution. 

There are three ways one can learn: through study, 
observation, and experience. Since the Black 
community is composed basically of activists, 
observation of or participation in activity are the 
principle ways the community learns. To learn by 
studying is good, but to learn by experience is 
better. 

Because the Black community is not a reading community it is very 
important that the vanguard group be essentially activists. Without this 
knowledge of the Black community a Black revolution in racist America is 
impossible. 

The main function of the party is to awaken the people and teach them the 
strategic method of resisting a power structure which is prepared not only to 
combat with massive brutality the people’s resistance but to annihilate totally the 
Black population. If it is learned by the power structure that Black people have “X” 
number of guns in their possession, that information will not stimulate the power 
structure to prepare itself with guns; it is already prepared. 

The end result of this revolutionary education will be positive for Black people in 
their resistance, and negative for the power structure in its oppression because 
the party always exemplifies revolutionary defiance. If the party does not make 
the people aware of the tools and methods of liberation, there will be no means 
by which the people can mobilize. 

The relationship between the vanguard party and the masses is a secondary 
relationship. The relationship among the members of the vanguard party is 
a primary relationship. If the party machinery is to be effective it is important 
that the members of the party group maintain a face-to-face relationship with 
each other. It is impossible to put together functionary party machinery or 
programs without this direct relationship. To minimize the danger of Uncle Tom 
informers and opportunists the members of the vanguard group should be tested 
revolutionaries. 


Many would-be revolutionaries work under the fallacious notion that the vanguard 
party should be a secret organization which the power structure knows nothing 
about, and that the masses know nothing about except for occasional letters 
that come to their homes by night. Underground parties cannot distribute leaflets 
announcing an underground meeting. Such contradictions and inconsistencies 
are not recognized by these so-called revolutionaries. They are, in fact, afraid 
of the very danger that they are asking the people to confront. These so-called 
revolutionaries want the people to say what they themselves are afraid to say, to 
do what they themselves are afraid to do. That kind of revolutionary is a coward 

and a hypocrite. A true revolutionary realizes that 
if he is sincere, death is imminent. The things he 
is saying and doing are extremely dangerous. 
Without this realization it is pointless to proceed as 
a revolutionary. 

If these impostors would investigate the history 
of revolution they would see that the vanguard 
group always starts out aboveground and is 
driven underground by the aggressor. The Cuban 
Revolution is an example: When Fidel Castro 
started to resist the butcher Batista and the 
American running dogs, he began by speaking 
publicly on the University of Havana campus. He 
was later driven to the hills. His impact upon the 
dispossessed people of Cuba was tremendous 
and his teachings were received with much 
respect. When he went into hiding, the Cuban 
people searched him out, going to the hills to find 
him and his band of twelve. 

Castro handled the revolutionary struggle correctly, 
and if the Chinese Revolution is investigated it will 
be seen that the Communist Party operated quite 
openly in order to muster support from the masses. 
There are many more examples of successful 
revolutionary struggle from which one can learn 
the correct approach: the revolution in Kenya, the 
Algerian Revolution discussed in Fanon’s The 
Wretched of the Earth, the Russian Revolution, 
the works of Chairman Mao Tse-tung, and a host 
of others. 

Millions and millions of oppressed people may not know members of the vanguard party 
personally but they will learn of its activities and its proper strategy for liberation through 
an indirect acquaintance provided by the mass media. But it is not enough to rely on 
the media of the power structure; it is of prime importance that the vanguard 
party develop its own communications organ, such as a newspaper, and at the 
same time provide strategic revolutionary art, and destruction of the oppressor’s 
machinery. For example in Watts the economy and property of the oppressor was 
destroyed to such an extent that no matter how the oppressor tried in his press 
to whitewash the activities of the Black brothers, the real nature and cause of the 
activity was communicated to every Black community. And no matter how the 
oppressor tried in his own media to distort and confuse the message of Brother 
Stokely Carmichael, Black people all over the country understood it perfectly and 
welcomed it. 

The Black Panther Party for Self-Defense teaches that, in the final analysis the 
guns, hand grenades, bazookas, and other equipment necessary for defense 
must be supplied by the power structure. As exemplified by the Vietcong, these 
weapons must be taken from the oppressor. Therefore, the greater the military 
preparation on the part of the oppressor, the greater the availability of weapons 
for the Black community. It is believed by some hypocrites that when the people are 
taught by the vanguard group to prepare for resistance, this only brings ‘the man’ down 
on them with increasing violence and brutality; but the fact is that when the man becomes 
more oppressive he only heightens the revolutionary fervor. So if things get worse for 
oppressed people they will feel the need for revolution and resistance. The people make 
revolution; the oppressors, by their brutal actions, cause resistance by the people. 
The vanguard party only teaches the correct methods of resistance. 



The main purpose of the vanguard group should be to raise the consciousness 
of the masses through educational programs and other activities. The sleeping 
masses must be bombarded with the correct approach to struggle and the party 
must use all means available to get this information across to the masses. In order 
to do so, the masses must know that the party exists. A vanguard party is never 
underground in the beginning of its existence; that would limit its effectiveness 


The complaint of the hypocrites that the Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 
is exposing the people to deeper suffering is an incorrect observation. By their 
rebellions in the Black communities across the country the people have proved 
that they will not tolerate any more oppression by the racist dog police. They are 
looking now for guidance to extend and strengthen their resistance struggle. The 
vanguard party exemplify the characteristics that make them worthy of leadership.

The US Government War Against the Black Riders 

by the Black Riders, the new generation Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 


For Black youth throughout the US, especially m Watts and South Central LA, Wolverine Shakur, AKA General 
T.A.C.O. of the militant Black Riders Liberation Party is a leader, a strong father and husband, a bold warrior, a ghetto 
hero and a down brother. Black people identify with the battle he has fought against the evil forces of white racism and 
reaction. They identify with this principled revolutionary struggle against the capitalist system that inevitably spells 
misery, suffering, and genocide for the mass of Black people held captive in Amerikkka.The Black Riders played a 
pivotal early part in unleashing the new wave of Black militancy that’s been taking place. In 1996, General T.A.C.O. 
(Taking All Capitalists Out, AKA Wolverine Shakur) came together with other former Bloods and Crips in unity and 
created the groundwork for the resurrection of the Black Panthers, under the official name Black Riders Liberation 
Party. We are the new generation, and we consider ourselves to be faster, stronger, smarter and upgraded. They 
formulated a basic Black Commune program while in YTS prison (calling for many points as in the original 10-point 
program of the BPP for Self Defense, like full employment, housing, education and an end to police terrorism, and 
some new points, such as demanding proper medical care for AIDS victims and an immediate end to white capitalist 
smuggling crack cocaine into the Black community). They were eventually released to the streets and took action. 
Their first step was an attempt to deal with one of the most immediate and injurious symptoms of oppression - police 
brutality! 

Armed with law booklets, video cameras, camouflage fatigues and Black karate skills, bats, knives and any other 
legal weapons, they created the Watch-a-Pig program and began to patrol Watts and South Central L.A.’s poor 
Black community — monitoring the police, observing arrests and educating brothers and sisters of their armed self- 
defense rights. Their determined resistance to police terrorism produced a decrease in police harassment in areas they 


patrolled. Panther Power to the Black Riders! 

The increasing influence of the Black Riders in the poor 
Black neo-colony and our fierce defense of the human 
rights of our people caused hysterical reactions in the 
police forces and government. Gov. Schwarzenegger and 
Brown, LAPD chiefs Bratton the Butcher and Charlie 
Beck, and buster ass homeland security overseers like 
Tom Ridge made no secret of their hostility toward 
the Black Riders. They see our efforts to change 
brothers’ and sisters’ criminal mentality into a positive 
revolutionary mentality as a threat to their capitalist 
system. Black unity has always been seen by pigs and 
racist politicians as a threat to their control. 

In April 2002, our National Spokesman Comrade Bulldog 
delivered a strong speech in front of San Francisco 
City Hall and denounced Pres. Bush’s USA PATRIOT 
Act as racist. In his speech, he urged Blacks to defend 
themselves and oppose the imperialist so-called War 
on Terrorism. 45,000 anti-war demonstrators were 
present. Six months after the speech, Comrade Bulldog 
was assassinated by a mysterious undercover hit squad. 
Nobody was ever charged with his execution-style 
murder, despite appeals by his family to the so-called 
authorities. He was only 20 years old. 

In this paper, it’s impossible to even scratch the surface of 
the legally sanctioned paramilitary police attacks on the 
Black Riders Liberation Party. A simple catalog of all the 
martyrs of the movement, or those wounded or presently 
incarcerated on trumped-up charges as political prisoners 
or prisoners of war would take volumes. We will focus 
here on attacks against one leader of the BRLP, General 
T.A.C.O. 

As General of the Black Riders, T.A.C.O. has delivered 
many fiery analytical speeches in Black ’hoods 
(communities) throughout the US and internationally 
on the Internet on the period in which intense urban 
rebellions occurred in major cities throughout the nation 
mainly because of some form of police brutality and 
oppression. Even though 30 years ago, the government’s 
own Kemer Commission affirmed that white racism 
had to be held responsible for the rebellions, General 
T.A.C.O. was singled out as inciting Black people to 
revolt. His life has been disrupted by recurring official 
attempts to silence him forever. Despite many death 
threats on his life by racist pigs, this “Weapon of Allah 
(God)” has refused to give up on the new Black Power 
struggle. He will continue to “bang on the pigs” for life. 

In Feb. 1998, LA County sheriff’s deputies from the 
Lennox station and FBI agents raided General T.A.C.O.’s 
home. He was arrested for allegedly having a legally 
registered SKS assault rifle. Even though the charge was 
dismissed, he spent a year in prison on a parole violation. 
His wife, comrade Aryana Shakur, also was arrested for 
allegedly assaulting a police officer. During the raid, 
Comrade Aryana was slightly wounded, but recovered 
quickly. She was released two weeks after the raid. 

In January 2000, after a major raid at our headquarters 
in Watts, General T.A.C.O. and 20 Black Rider warriors 
marched inside the 108th Precinct at 10:00 PM at night. 
He was arrested for allegedly assaulting two police 
officers. The case against him was dismissed after just 
four days, but he spent six months in prison on a parole 
violation resulting from the incident. This confrontation 
left General T.A.C.O. severely wounded, but he emerged 


out of political imprisonment stronger and put forth a 
renewed call for the release of all political prisoners of 
war. If there is no conflict, there will be no progress! 

In August 2002, General T.A.C.O.’s home was raided 
by the Lennox sheriff’s deputies on a search and destroy 
mission, but he was not home. After a six-hour armed 
stand-off with the pigs, three comrades were detained for 
an hour in pig cars. The Party’s chief legal counsel James 
Simmons was called to the tense scene and forced the 
pigs to abide by the law during the standoff. Therefore, 
no bloodshed occurred. Comrade Aryana Shakur was 
arrested for allegedly possessing an M-l carbine assault 
rifle. After a year of legal battles, the case was dismissed. 

In August 2003, General T.A.C.O. was arrested for 
allegedly assaulting a Lennox sheriff’s deputy, after the 
officer tried to brutalize a 16-year-old comrade. The 
trumped-up charges were later dismissed. In late August, 
General T.A.C.O., Minister of Public Relations Aryana 
Shakur, Chief of Security Nur Bey and Captain Nadia 
Shakur were all arrested. This clash happened after two 
white male deputies from the Lennox sheriff’s station 


jumped out of their car and began to frisk Aryana Shakur. 



parts in clear view of her husband, General T.A.C.O. 

The officers repeatedly refused to bring a female officer 
to do the pat down. The trumped up charges this time 
were inciting a riot, assault on a police officer, and 
interfering with an officer’s duty. This confrontation 
also left Capt. Nadia Shakur wounded. All four were 
released on their own recognizance three days later, 
and the frame-up charges were drastically reduced to a 
single misdemeanor. Aryana and Nadia Shakur’s cases 
were both dismissed by the judge. The police responded 
with hostility, and stepped up helicopter surveillance and 
harassment of all Black Riders. We also had to pay an 
excessive fee for our impounded vehicle. 

In February 2004, after helping Daude Sherills 
successfully organize the 100,000 Man March to call 
for an end to Black on Black violence between Bloods, 
Crips, Muslims, and Christians, General T.A.C.O. 
and four other comrades were arrested, for allegedly 
possessing two bulletproof vests and a box of 9 MM 
bullets. 

This case was dismissed within three days because of an 
illegal search and seizure and lack of evidence, because 
of the criminal tactics the police used to capture us. 


We are proud that none of these arrests were made 
due to infiltration or informants snitching inside the 
organization. 

Despite these attacks, the Black Riders began to increase 
in size, membership and influence, and to spearhead 
more survival programs to meet the needs and desires 
of the people. These included the Kourt Watch program 
with free legal aid, the BOSS Black on Black violence 
prevention and intervention program, a petition for 
community control of the police, a Black Power Cultural 
Mountain boot camp, gang truce football games, the 
Squeeze the Slumlord project, and free food giveaways to 
homeless children and adults. The Watch-a-Pig program 
is still being implemented regularly because it is perfectly 
legal and necessary. The Black Commune is the vehicle 
for the ultimate drive-by against the fascist state. We must 
continue to confront the real enemy, educate the people 
about the nature of the system, and take the struggle to a 
higher level. 

August, 2007, the FBI, LAPD and sheriff’s deputies 
launched a military-style raid on Black Riders HQ in the 
Inland Empire with armored vehicles, and two tanks!! 
with intentions to assassinate General T.A.C.O., but he 
wasn’t there. He was arrested 3 hours later on traffic 
violations and held three days before being released. 

Nov. 2007, General T.A.C.O., Mecca Shakur and 
comrade Stress were arrested in separate coordinated 
raids in northern and southern CA, for allegedly 
conspiring to possess machine guns, part of a supposed 
plot - never formally charged - to shoot up four police 
stations. After a massive campaign to “Free the BR3”, the 
Black Riders defeated, by a judge’s order, a prosecution 
attempt to impose a gang injunction and enhancements 
on the Riders. General T.A.C.O. sacrificed himself to 
gain his comrades’ release, and he was sent to Corcoran 
State Prison for 1.5 years. He was released May 12, 2009. 
In June, the state strapped a GPS tracking device on his 
ankle. 

July 2010, parole officers and police raided Gen. 

T.A.C.O. ’s home. He was arrested for associating with 
other Black Riders, and told he was being arrested for 
ordering them to go to support Oscar Grant’s family 
when killer cop Mehserle was on trial (the day before the 
verdict was expected). Released after two weeks, he was 
told he hadn’t violated parole. 

Sept. 15, 2011, Gen. T.A.C.O. was arrested again for 
associating with other Black Riders while driving down 
Crenshaw. LAPD Chief Charlie Beck issued a memo 
to the head of the Parole Board in Sacramento to try 
to stop his release. In the memo, Beck stated that Gen. 
T.A.C.O.’s “leadership of the party has caused numerous 
assaults on police officers and is an organized attempt 
to kill, harass or injure police officers.” Meanwhile 
Occupy LA, Occupy the Hood and others mobilized to 
the court to demand T.A.C.O.’s release. Beck’s memo 
failed because he sent it in too late, and T.A.C.O. was 
again released, with strict stipulations against political 
speech and association, shackled with the GPS modern 
day slave shackle. We consider this racist memo a 
shocking reminder and exposure, akin to the J. Edgar 
Hoover memo describing the Black Panther Party as the 
greatest threat to internal security. We have become racist 
Amerikkka’s worst nightmare! 

The court system in this country is increasingly 
becoming an important tool of repression on behalf of 
the exploiters. It’s being used to try to crush the struggle 
for liberation of peace-loving poor oppressed people, 
not only to crush the conscious revolutionary, but to 
attempt to break the rebellious spirit of Black people, 
Chicano/Mexicanos and Puerto Ricans in general. This 
foul system of government is designed to oppress, exploit 
and intimidate all people who are not from the white 
Anglo-Saxon ruling class. From the violent responses of 
the police forces, systematic and undoubtedly calculated, 
it can easily be understood that the Black Riders, as 
opponents of this rotten system, are victims of an official 
conspiracy to destroy our leadership and organization. 

The oppressor must be harassed until his doom! He must 
have no peace by day or night! Free all political prisoners 
of war! When the prison doors are opened, the true 
dragon will fly out!

On Leadership

The Black Riders Liberation Party states in our Rules of Discipline, “Each 
Comrade is a potential leader and must at all times work toward obtaining 
those qualities that will make him or her the most efficient leader. Learning 
when, where and how to take the initiative,” a concept that could be followed 
by each individual within oppressed communities internationally. 

In many ways, more than one, the enemy has successfully made it a priority to 
disrupt, discredit and neutralize the leadership of many liberation movements 
and individuals such as the Black Panther Party and most recently the 
assassination of Malcolm Latif Shabazz, the grandson of the late great Malcolm 
X. Now let’s take a brief moment to look at the word leadership; it is a process 
of social influence in which one person or group of people can enlist the aid 
and support of others in accomplishing a common task at hand. Leadership 
also produces traits such as situational interaction, function, behavior, power, 
vision and values, also charisma and intelligence. It comes to me as an ability 
to help others to define a phenomenon and make it act in a desired manner; 
for example, to address gang-banging and prostituting or other phenomena in 
a manner that will not only bring about peace and liberation to all Black and 
oppressed communities around the world but universally. 

Many black scholars throughout history have made it a lifetime dedication to 
help identify and elaborate on specific destructive behaviors that the colonizer 
has instilled in communities worldwide and black communities in particular 
to keep us digressing. One of the many scholars I will be making reference 
to is Dr. Na’im Akbar, who wrote a book entitled “Breaking the Chains of 
Psychological Slavery.” Within its powerful pages, which I believe should be 
required reading for the black community; Dr. Akbar examines and explains 
the origin of these destructive behaviors such as the disrespect, ridicule and 
hatred from the black community to its leaders and potential leaders. He begins 
with a statement that condemns such behaviors by saying “Probably one of the 
most destructive influences which have grown out of slavery is the disrespect of 
African-American leadership.” 

Many would deny any trace of haterism, but it is something that has been 
embedded in us for 400 plus years. 

Dr. Akbar also goes on to state, “One of the things that were systematically 
done during slavery was the elimination of control and any trait of an emerging 
head, or leader.” He breaks down the analogy that if you cut off the head, the 
body will die. One of the most effective ways to kill is to remove the head; this 
is known to be true by removing the head of a human being or an animal. From 
this analogy we must grow, and the leadership within the Black Riders has 
witnessed this deadly analogy at work with many leaders before us. We have 
taken it and learned from it. As we have made it mandatory that each comrade 
study at least one to two ranks above their own, to make sure that we can 
prevent any possible absolute elimination of leadership within the party. 

When it comes to the black community and the obvious leadership abilities, 
one must be extremely careful. Some would say that anyone who takes on the 
personification of a leader, or who is bom with natural qualities of a leader, 
should beware of the Catch-22, “Damned if you do, damned if you don’t” 
type of situation. When dealing with a damaged, colonized, and unwilling 
community or group of people, it is difficult to show them tme love and 
dedication, and to bring to their attention the ills of slavery and how it affects 
our day to day interactions with each other and the outside world. 

Haterism is and has been a part of our lives since we’ve been released from the 
breaking camps of slavery, whether we want identify with it or not. It manifests 
within us when we see one of our fellow brothers and sisters who shows the 
ability of being capable of containing the patience, skill and love to organize a 
crippled, deaf, mute and blind community. We proceed to label them as “know- 
it-all’s.” We see them as wanting to be better than us, not knowing that we have 
become accustomed to being fearful of knowledge of self and pride of one’s 
past, due to the blatant extermination of past leaders. 

We have become so comfortable with the harsh treatment of our community 
leaders that it became second nature to us to condemn. We immediately look 
at each other as if we are the ultimate enemy, not knowing that this is also a 
tool used by the oppressor to keep us separated and disorganized. We act like 
wanting to leave the plantation is a sickness. It must be understood that the 
reason why we have such animosity and rejection is due to our programming; 
we must reverse the hypnosis that we’ve been placed under. 

It also must be taken into consideration that leaders during chattel slavery were 
not favorites of the ruling class. One who was identified as a potential leader 
would either be beaten, to strike fear into any other potential leaders, or killed 
to eliminate the problem all together. Due to the attempt for freedom, the work 
load of the slaves would be doubled or sometimes tripled to invoke hatred for 
potential leader(s) who thought that they could bring about freedom, and so the 
“snitch” is bom. Now let’s break down the characteristics of the snitch; most 
snitches would be so loyal to the slave master that he or she would be promoted 
to this nonexistent high level position of “leadership.”

The making of the master-appointed leader in the community began with this; 
he or she began to be rewarded with small gestures of kind words from the 
oppressor or an extra scrap from the master’s table. Once the individualistic 
and privileged ego began to emerge, “the snitch” started to be envied in such a 
manner that other slaves would want the position. So he or she would begin to 
encourage informant behaviors, to have in a sense, eyes all over the plantation. 
To name a few of these modem-day master-appointed leaders would be Bob 
Jackson, Jesse Jackson, A1 Sharpton and Bootlickin’ Obama. These master- 
appointed “leaders” take their orders, and make sure that the pacification of the 
black community continues to stay intact. 

Their job is diverting certain energies that the community possesses, and rearing 
it in a direction that would lead to nihilism and reform. 

The death of our past tme leaders mustn’t be repeated. We must take a stand, a 
pledge and even an oath, that we will give our lives for leadership that emerges 
from the ashes. Dr. Na’im Akbar did not touch on these specific solutions and I 
would like to elaborate. 

Concerning the Black Riders, we pay close attention to the masses simply 
because we are the masses. We keep our ear to the ground and boots to the 
pavement, making it a priority to reassure the masses that every step that we 
take is for the liberation of us all. We let it be known that we make certain 
sacrifices to assure their confidence, love and support; we can do nothing 
without the masses, for without them we are nothing. 

On this subject of leadership, it too should be criticized. We must be alert to 
prevent those who see our situation and try and monopolize it for personal gain, 
be it an individual or individuals. It should be noted that the people should 
make sure to watch for any trait of arrogance and empiricism, for this can be 
detrimental to the movement. Anyone in the position of leadership, even if he 
or she hasn’t made many mistakes or errors, mustn’t fall victim to conceit and/ 
or boastfulness. It was said in the “Quotations of Chairman Mao Tse-Tung” 
that we should never pretend to know what we don’t know, we should not feel 
ashamed to ask and learn from the people, and we should listen carefully to the 
views of the comrades at lower ranks. 

We must be students before we are teachers. This is a notion for the leadership 
to take the initiative to other perspectives, and to heed correct views and act 
upon them. 

The masses must take it upon themselves to draw lines of distinction and hold 
leadership accountable. To ensure the best outcomes in liberating ourselves, we 
must make sure the shortcomings and achievements are weighed, measured and 
evaluated. Just because a leader is favored and loved doesn’t mean that they 
should be exempt from criticism, for this would be a form of liberalism being 
committed on behalf of the people. 

The deliberate attacks by the government and its policing group CoIntelPro 
on different liberation groups shows us that organizing and fighting the real 
enemy strikes a chord. The power of the masses and their ability to establish 
and appoint powerful sustaining leadership to lead them to victory, shakes the 
very foundation of this country. To know that the people are aware of the ill- 
treatment we receive and the lack of the ability to determine our own destiny 
has hit a nerve. The consciousness of the oppressed nations of this racist 
imperialist capitalistic power structure, and its agenda to keep the masses down 
and itself afloat, has come. 

We must recognize that we have a constitutional right to bear arms and defend 
ourselves. If the government that is in place can’t, and is not providing the 
people with the right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, we have the 
right to pick up arms and replace it with one we feel fit to meet our needs. The 
leadership that we the people put in power must have our best interest in mind, 
or it will be taken out, too. 

Leadership is no duty that should be taken lightly and or given easily. One must 
show diligence, discipline, will, and continuity. 

Comrade Gen. T.A.C.O (Taking All Capitalist Out) of the Black Riders 
Liberation Party stated, and stated clearly on a Black Power radio broadcast: 

“Leadership must be protected; if you touch our leaders, EVERYBODY 
DIES!!”

Long Hot Summer: 

The Rise of Police Terrorism in Amerikkka

The Black Riders Liberation Party’s Black Commune 
Program Article J States: “We Ride For an immediate end to 
police brutality. We Ride because we believe we can end police 
brutality by organizing self-defense groups dedicated to defending 
our Black community from racist police oppression and brutality. 
The 2nd amendment to the U.S. constitution gives us a right to 
bear arms. We therefore believe that all Black people should arm 
themselves for Self-Defense.” 

This summer 2014 the people are witnessing the 
upsurge of fascist pig police terrorism in the belly of the 
beast of the Amerikkkan Empire. We are in a state of social 
unrest and upheaval. The people are outraged about these 
recent back to back incidents of pig police brutality and 
terror. The rebellious spirits of our ancestors who resisted 
slavery, escaped and planned insurrections against our 
racist enemies, are flowing through us on this beautiful 
Black August. 

The pigs are lashing out at the masses and 
hyper-militarizing their forces. While they fight many 
wars abroad, they have come to the realization that they 
must prepare for the war at home. In this communication- 
information age the people are discovering ways to use the 
state’s weapon of technology against the state, using social 
media to expose the filth of this fascist empire all across 
the globe. The US Government fears the inevitable fall of 
this empire, and they can feel the tide of resistance coming 
upon the horizon. It’s going to be another long hot summer 
to add to the history books. 

On July 17, 2014 in the streets of Staten Island, NY, 
Eric Gamer was brutally choked to death by New York Pig 
police overseers named Justin Damico & Daniel Pantello. He 
was supposedly under arrest for being under suspicion of selling 
untaxed single cigarettes. (Side note: the corporations of the 
tobacco industry are prime beneficiaries of chattel slavery, that 
developed their wealth. So who owes who? Who determines how 
taxes are regulated? We ride for reparations. We’re not asking 
for them, we are taking them!) This shows that the pigs value 
property more than lives. Any property or possessions does not 
justify the murder of this brother to leave behind six children 
without a father. It’s unacceptable and the people’s justice will 
be served swiftly. [“Two cops pulled off the streets, Staten Island 
DA looking into death of dad of six after NYPD cop put him in 
chokehold during sidewalk takedown,” by Annie Kami, Rocco 
Parascandola, Larry Mcshane New York Daily News July 18, 
2014] 

In Oakland, CA on August 3, 2014 unarmed Jacorey 
Calhoun was murdered by an Alameda County Sheriff’s deputy 
pig. He was shot in the head during a pursuit and search. The 
Oakland pigs said that they tried to stop a vehicle connected to a 
home invasion robbery but the vehicle left the pigs in the dust and 
got away. When they spotted the vehicle again Jacorey Calhoun 
got out of the car and ran into a neighbor’s yard. As soon as the 
pig spotted him, the pig shot him. However, the pig police have 
not disclosed why the deputy opened fire, [ktvunews.com SF Bay 
Area. “Attorney: Man shot by sheriff’s deputy was unarmed,” 
August 4, 2014.] 

On August 9, 2014 in Ferguson, MO (a suburb outside 
St. Louis) an unarmed 18-year-old Black college student by the 
name of Mike Brown was approached by the Ferguson Pigs with

their guns drawn. Mike Brown raised his hands and was shot six 
times, murdered in cold blood and left dead in the middle of the 
street by a pig named Darren Wilson. The pigs later said he was 
a suspect in a theft committed minutes before the shooting, but 
the interaction between the pig Darren Wilson and Mike Brown 
was unrelated to the robbery. The pigs continue to switch up 
their stories as rebellion rises throughout the city. Hacktivist 
organizations are leaking sensitive information on the pigs, 
forcing them to answer the questions of the people and get their 
story straight. They continue to bury themselves in a deceitful 
hole, telling one lie to cover the other lie. The National Guard 
has been called in to quell the uprising but they are failing, while 
the power of the people is prevailing. [“Ferguson officer in fatal

walked into a local dmg store armed with a knife. He disarmed the 
security guard and took his gun. He waited for the pigs to come. 
Upon their arrival he corrected a rookie pig named Melvin Santiago 
by shooting him between the eyes before being shot by the pigs. He 
went out in a blaze of honorary glory, [foxnews.com “New Jersey 
police officer shot, killed on robbery call,” via Associated Press 
June 13. 2014] 

On August 12,2014 in South New Jersey, an unidentified 
gunmen shot up the West Deptford Township pig station. He drove 
around the station one time for reconnaissance, the second time 
around he let off a round into the window of the deputy chief’s 
office and pumped five rounds into the emergency exit door 
with a 40 caliber handgun. The gunmen got away smoothly. 
Unfortunately, no pigs were injured but it sent a strong message. 
The power and prestige of the pigs is slowly fading away. 
[nydailynews.com, “New Jersey police station target in a drive-by” 
by Nichole Hensley] 

In 2012, the Malcolm X Grassroots Movement came up 
with some stats through research that Every 28 hours an unarmed 
Black man, woman, or child; is murdered by the police, security 
guards and white supremacist vigilantes. A total of 313 Black 
people were killed by extra-judicial forces in the year of 2012. 
[MXGM, “Operation Ghetto Storm”] 

Reactionary Right-wing media sources have come up 
with stats from research for a counter propaganda attack to: 1) play 
victim and pump fear, to maintain federal and state funding and 
hyper-militarization of the pig police forces across Amerikkka; and 
2) to justify their reign of terror against the people. The National 
Law Enforcement Officers Memorial Fund reports that in 2013, 
100 pigs were slain in the line of duty averaging to a pig slain 
every 58 hours. [Nationalreview.com “Every 58 hrs a cop is killed” 
August 15, 2014, Michelle Malkin] 

This propaganda attack fails because the numbers show 
the contradiction. Every 58 hours a pig gets killed but every 28 
hours a black person is killed by a pig. If the police are really 
serving and protecting community, why are more people dying at 
the hands of officers then the other way around? How is it that 
the people that the police are supposed to protect and serve, life 
is on the line more than the officers who are supposed to do the 
protecting and serving? 

This propaganda will backfire on them because it really 
just shows that resistance is possible, and that the pigs bleed too. It 
also proves that the pigs don’t really serve and protect the interests 
of the people. O.G Black Panther Co-Founder Huey P. Newton 
teaches us that the true purpose of the police in this capitalist 
society is to protect property, and since black people rarely own 
property they couldn’t possibly be patrolling our community to 
protect us. The Pigs are occupying forces in our community. They 
patrol our community in the same manner the Israeli commandos 
patrol and occupy Palestine. 

We must come to an understanding that reactionary 
forces of fascism (the pigs) are only the most direct enemy. It is the 
U.S Government politicians that create these laws that criminalize 
us, dehumanize us, and militarize the pigs. It is the elite ruling 
class and big businessmen (known as the 1%) who control these 
politicians and finance their election, so the politicians dedicate 
their loyalty to them instead of to the masses of people who voted 
them into office. It is the Elite ruling class that invests in privatized 
prisons which causes the demand for prison slave labor that the 
pig’s quota for mass incarcerations is based on. 

The Black Riders Liberation Party Ride for total 
liberation! We Ride for self-determination! We Ride to wipe 
imperialism completely off the face of universe! We demand 



justice! Justice will not be served by incarceration of 
pigs that have stolen the lives of our people. Justice 
will not be served by a pig getting fired from the 
force only to get hired in another city, county or 
state. Justice will not be served by a change in the 
laws. Justice for a stolen life can only be served in 
bloodshed! Marcus Garvey teaches us that, “Power 
is the only argument that satisfies man.” We must 
tap into the power we have to seize state power. 
Mao Tse-Tung says, “Political power comes 
out the barrel of a gun.” We must exercise our 
God-given and 2nd amendment constitutional 
right to bear arms to enforce people’s law for 
people’s justice!

In Los Angeles, CA a black man named Ezell Ford 
shot in the back and killed by two LA pigs while lying flat on 
the ground complying with them, on August 11,2014. When the 
mother came out of the house in concern, the pigs approached 
her with their Billy clubs out. The pigs were rewarded with a 
vacation, Paid Administrative leave. LAPD pig chief Charlie 
buster ass Beck had little to say with no true explanation. Seems 
like just another “Justifiable homicide” business as usual. 
[KTLA, August 12, 2014, LA Times] 

Following these tragic, treacherous, tyrannical, 
terrorist attacks on our community by the fascist pigs there has 
been a lot of public outcry in opposition to the police state. 
The temperature is hot, tempers are flaring, and the tension is 
thick. There have been many protests, rallies, demonstration, 
spontaneous rebellions/riots and looting. These actions all have 
their place in revolution. But that alone is not revolution. 

If the masses continue to be misled to believe that this 
is what revolution is all about, then it falls under the category of 
counter-revolution. If these mobilizations have no organization 
to back it up, then it’s contra-positive mobilization, simply 
meaning it moves us backwards not forward. When these 
tragedies happen and it gets major press and media coverage, 
that’s when all the political opportunists come in and pull out 
the picket signs and start marching. Then once the hype is 
over with, then the flame of resistance goes out, until the next 
tragedy happens. 

The Black Riders Liberation Party, new generation 
Black Panthers for self-defense leader and chief theoretician 
General T.A.C.O (Taking All Capitalists Out) has this to say 
about the recent incidents of pig police terrorism: 

“General T.A.C.O. calls on All Black People to 
patrol the police with the Watch-A-Pig program- The pigs have 
murdered Ezell Ford in L.A, Michael Brown in Ferguson, and 
Eric Gamer in NY-BLACK RIDERS-NEW GENERATION 
BLACK PANTHER PARTY FOR SELF-DEFENSE! We 
need a nationwide defense force: From L.A, to St. Louis, to 
NY- RISE UP- WE MUST DEFEND OURSELVES...Out of 
frustration and hopelessness, the Black Riders was formed by 
young Black people who have reached the point of no return. 
We refuse to be manipulated by the racist U.S. government and 
its mling elite any longer into set-tripping over blue and red 
or any “hood” or “turf’ in ameriKKKa. We no longer endorse 
patience and turning the other cheek. 

“We assert the right of self-defense by whatever 
means necessary, and reserve the right of maximum retaliation 
against our racist oppressors, no matter what the odds against 
us are. From here on in, if we must die anyway, we will die 
fighting back and we will not die alone! We intend to see that 
our racist oppressors also get a taste of death! We will protect the 
Black Community with our minds, bodies, and souls. BLACK 
POWER! All Power to the People! Black Riders Number One

weapons. We also develop survival programs because Black 
People are facing extermination and genocide. Some of these 
programs are the George Jackson Freedom School for Black 
Children, our Educate to Liberate Classes for Black Adults, 
Free Food programs for the homeless, and many, many more. 
Overall we push Revolution to get free from the oppressive 
conditions in the hood that comes from white supremacy 
and capitalism. Also we develop gang truces between many 
hoods like the Bloods and Crips in L.A to stop Black on Black 
violence. We push hard for Black unity! BLACK POWER! 
ALL POWER TO THE PEOPLE!” 

This reign of pig police terror is strategic and 
systematic. So if we don’t develop strategies to overthrow 
the system as a whole, and stop settling for concessions and 
reform, we are heading for self-destruction. We are calling 
out to the people. The Black Riders Liberation Party has 
practical alternatives to provide for the people. We must set 
up programs for survival pending revolution! We must patrol 
our communities! We must arm ourselves for self-defense 
and prepare for armed struggle! The people can, will and are 
fighting back. There are recent actions of insurrection taking 
place right here in Amerikkka amongst all of this turmoil that 
shows us that the people are fighting back and the enemy is not 
untouchable, immortal or indestructible.

The Psychological Effocts of Confrontational Politics

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Revolutionary greetings; this is your brother and servant. I extend 
this letter to those who fearlessly pursue liberation. Brothaz, 
sistaz, comrades, I address you today with great ambition: THE 
AMIBITION OF A RYDAH. - Lieutenant Tupac Amaru Shakur 

As we well know, the success of resistance can 
be measured by the repression it receives. As should this 
repression be a motivating factor of greater resistance. Karl 
Marx’s concept of permanent revolution taught us that we 
must struggle with no compromise despite the political or 
military dominance of the opposing fascist state. 

Historical materialism teaches us to scientifically 
dissect the tactical maneuvers of past revolutions across 
the world. Through this process, we can weave out the past 
mistakes, then draw from them their successes and lessons. 
Furthermore, we attempt to update and re-implement the 
tactics renegotiating them to our current conditions. 

This can be seen in action through the Black 
Riders Liberation Party’s (BRLP) ideology and practice 
of confrontational politics. Examples of this practice can 
be seen in many of our programs such as: The Watch a 
Pig Program, the Squeeze a Slum Lord Program, and The 
BRLP Court Watch program, as was demonstrated in the 
people’s most recent victory in the case of our comrades 
Etana and Mecca Shakur. 

The Watch a Pig Program, for example, was 
developed and adopted from the Black Panther Party’s 
(BPP) Community Alert Patrol. The BPP would exercise 
their constitutional right to patrol and observe the vicious 
Oakland PIG department carrying out their duties , 
while openly brandishing shotguns and Ml carbine rifles 
to establish that any brutalization of the people would be 
met with extreme hostility . The armed and disciplined 
Panther formation utilized this tactic to modify individual 
PIG behavior , through confronting the PIGs with legal 
and military means . This meant that the Panthers’ armed 
presence, legal savvy, combined with their sheer audacity, 
struck terror in the fragile hearts of the racist Oakland PIG 
department. While this was a small yet important victory, 
it was not the primary goal of the (community alert patrol) 
.Which was to teach black people, community self-defense 
through what Minister of Defense/Dr. Huey P. Newton 
called Observation and Participation. 

Revolution is not an apple that falls when it is ripe. 
You must make it fall. 

-Commander /Dr. Ernesto (Che) Guevara 

Observation and participation was a tool used 
to build the morale of a people who have been whipped, 
raped, sold, terrorized, and humiliated into submission for 
500-plus years, by the racist white power structure. These 
small victories captured the imagination of the people 
dwelling in the predominantly black communities of 
Oakland, and were a vital organizing mechanism. 

In the mid 90’s the BLACK RIDERS 
LIBERATION PARTY modified and re-engaged this 
tactic using disciplined paramilitary formation, advanced 
communication devices , high definition video cameras, 
and a wide range of legal weapons including: knives, 
swords, staffs, expanding batons , stun guns , machetes, 


bats , canes , and cross bows . Also a plethora of martial 
sciences including : wing chun, karate, shodokan, judo, 
aikido, northern shaolin , and traditional muay thai. 

As suspected, Dr. Huey’s concept of “THE 
CORRECT HANDLING OF A REVOLUTION” was and 
still is very effective in communicating our sincerity and 
concern to the community by risking our lives to assure 
their safety, as well as modifying individual pig behavior. 

INDIVIDUAL PIG BEHAVIORAL 
MODIFICATIOION or I.P.B.M. is a form of physiological 
shock therapy. It is a cognitive reaction to a frightening 
experience. Cognitive is a term used to describe how 
the brain processes information in order to shape how 
one perceives things. I.P.B.M. is similar to the corporate 
media’s efforts to implant fear in the minds of the general 
populace; primarily, to assure compliance and prohibit 
the people from uprising. We turn this tactic around to 
mortify the black communities’ most immediate military 
aggressor, the various local pig departments. Our militant 
posture erases the idea of community compliance from the 
enemy’s mind, forcing him to comply with the laws of the 
people. This destroys the enemy’s ego, demolishes their 
confidence. 

I.P.B.M. is the reconstruction of laws of 
engagement between the people and the pigs. One of the 
two behavioral transformations will transpire, as a result, 
l.)The pigs are forced into humiliation. 2.) They lash out 
on the people to discredit the vanguard. But despite the 
numerous smut campaigns and the heightened repression, 
the people pressed more than ever to address their 
conditions. For now, these social, economical, political and 
military contradictions are more evident. 

The ancient commanders of armies who well knew the 
powerful influence of necessity and how it inspired the 
soldiers with the most desperate courage, neglected nothing 
to subject their troop to it. 

It is important that we understand this for the true 
and correct handling of revolution. We as revolutionaries 
must accept this repression as confirmation that our 
agitation is truly effective. 


Resistance Breeds Repression and 
Repression Breeds Resistance 

Malcolm X stated, “The price of freedom is 
death!!” If this is true, then we should do nothing short 
of committing our lives and deaths to the liberation of 
oppressed people across the world. Those who truly 
intend on bringing liberation to oppressed peoples have 
the greatest of responsibilities. This means that in return 
for the great power the oppressed peoples supply to the 
vanguard, the vanguard is responsible for proving to them 
that revolution is a necessity. What better way than to mold 
oneself into the shield and sword of the people. It is time 
that we prove to the masses that revolution is not a flame 
that was blown out in the 1960’s- 70s; that revolution does 
and will exist and expand until imperialism and its fascist 
military state is driven from the universe. It is our duty as 
members of humanity to defend the preservation of the 
universe and the lives with in it. The fascist military state 
threatens their very existence. 

We as a collective of revolutionary communities cannot 
continue to ‘ whistle pass the grave yard.”

This means we cannot continue to pretend that 
the confrontation between black People and the pigs does 
not already exist! It does and will whether you participate 
in it or not. We the BLACK RIDERS LIBERATION PARTY 
FOR SELF DEFENSE have chosen our path; we are the 
revolutionaries of our generation. We well understand 
the sacrifice that is necessary to obtain freedom, and have 
made the collective decision that, WE WILL FIGHT! WE 
WILL WIN! BECAUSE WE MUST WIN! All power to 
the people who don’t fear freedom!! 

While knowing that we will die someday we think that all 
the others will die before us and that we will be the last to go. 
Death seems a long way off. Is this not shallow thinking? It is 
worthless insofar as death is always at ones door, one should 
make sufficient effort and act quickly.

The Black Commune

as restitution for slave labor and mass murder of Black people. We 
will accept the payment in currency, which will be distributed, to our 
communities. The Amerikkkan racist has taken part in the slaughter 
of over 50 million Black people, therefore, We Ride to make sure we 
receive complete payment. 

C. We Ride for maximum and complete employment for our 
people. We Ride because the federal government is responsible and 
obligated to give every person employment or a guaranteed income. We 
Ride because we believe that if the Amerikkkan businessmen will not 
give full employment, then the means of production should be taken from 
the businessmen, placed in the community, and communized. That way, 
the people of the community can organize and employ its entire people 
and give a high standard of living. 

D. We Ride for freedom of speech. We Ride because we believe 
that all attacks on social redeeming hip hop rap songs should stop. The 
1st Amendment to the U.S. Constitution gives a right to freedom of 
speech. During chattel slavery, the Black spirituals provided us songs 
with social redeeming qualities. Today’s hip hop raps provide us songs 
with social redeeming qualities because conscious rappers help to guide 
us to liberation by outlining the horrible plight that Black people suffer in 
this new era of crisis. 

E. We Ride because we demand the cases of all black 
people held captive in the jails and prisons of Amerikkka re¬ 
opened, re-investigated, and re-tried by members of the Black 
community. We Ride because we feel that Black people living in 
incarceration have been tried unfairly by the U.S. Justice Department. 

We have been denied the right of trial by one’s peers resulting in guilty 
verdicts for an enormous amount of innocent Black people. We have 
been and are being tried by juries that have no understanding of the 
“average reasoning man” of the Black community. It is time that these 
cases be re-opened and re-tried by Black people so that the innocense 
of Black inmates can be determined by a jury of their peers, as stated in 
the 14th Amendment of the U.S. Constitution. We as Black people shall 
then deal with our own people by granting freedom from incarceration to 
those whose re-trial has validated it, and deferring charges and sentences 
for those proven to be guilty by their peers. We want amnesty for all 
Political Prisoners. 

F. We Ride for decent housing fit for shelter of human beings. 
We Ride because we believe that if the capitalists landlords will not give 
decent housing to our Black community then the housing and land should 
be made into a communal so that our community, with government aid, 
can build and make housing for its people. 

G. We Ride for education for our people that exposes the 
true nature of this decadent Amerikkkan society. We Ride for 
education that teaches us our true history and our role in present day 
society. We believe in an educational system that will give to our people 
a knowledge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and 
his position in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to 
anything else. 


H. We Ride for an end to the drug problem. We Ride because 
we demand all the files of the Iran/Contra hearings, and information 
regarding aid to the Contras in Nicaragua, be released to the Black 
community. This should be done to determine the connection between the 
government and the influx of drugs into the Black community during the 
1970’s and 1980’s. Black people neither own airplanes or manufacturing 
plants needed to produce and distribute drugs. We believe that the 

best way to solve the drug problem is to find out how it is entering our 
community so we can put a stop to it. 

I. We Ride for all Black people to be exempt from military 
service. We Ride because we believe that Black people should not 
be put in financial deprivation, causing them to be forced to fight in 
the military service to defend a racist government that does not protect 
us. We will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, 
like Black people, are being victimized by the racist government of 
Amerikkka. We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the 
racist military by whatever means necessary. 

J. We Ride for an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY 
and MURDER of Black people. We Ride because we believe we 
can end police brutality in our Black community by organizing Black 
self-defense groups dedicated to defending our Black community from 
racist police oppression and brutality. The 2nd Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution gives a right to bear arms. We therefore believe that all 
Black people should arm themselves for self-defense. 

K. We Ride for full medical attention that should be given 
to all Black people. We Ride because we believe that Amerikkkan 
capitalist economics is to blame for the high rates of disease in the 
Black community. Black people suffering from life threatening ailments 
like AIDS should no longer be left to the mercy of low budget county 
hospitals. For whatever illness any member of the Black community 
suffers, the federal government is obligated to send them to medical 
institutions that provide the best treatment. 

L. We Ride for an end to environmental racism and to stop 
the disruption of the earth’s ecological balance. We Ride 
because we believe that Amerikkkan industrial production has and is 
currently creating terrible environmental side effects locally, nationally, 
and internationally — especially in areas where Black people live. 
Industrial production causes pollution of air, land, and water, which 

in turn lowers the life expectancy of people. If the racist Amerikkkan 
industrialists sought out technology to further industry then he must seek 
out technology to protect the environment. If the racist U.S. industrialists 
refuse to do so then his industry should be taken and placed in the 
Black community so that we can protect the environment and our own 
communities. 

M. We Ride for land, technology, bread, housing, education, 
clothing, medical care, justice, peace, and an end to 
environmental racism. When in the course of human events, it 
becomes necessary for one people to dissolve the political bands which 
have connected them with another, to assume among the powers of the 
earth the separate and equal station to which the laws of nature and 
nature’s God entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the causes which impel them to the 
separation. We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all men are 
created equal; that they are endowed by their creator with certain 
unalienable rights; that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. That to secure these rights, governments are instituted among 
men deriving their just powers from the consent of the government. That 
whenever any form of government becomes destructive of these ends, 

it is the right of the people to alter or abolish it, and to institute a new 
government; laying its foundation on such principles, and organizing 
its powers in such form as to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that governments 
long established should not be changed for light and transient causes; 
and, accordingly, all experience hath shown that mankind are more 
disposed to suffer while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves 
by abolishing the forms to which they are accustomed. But when a 
long train of abuses and usurpation, pursuing invariably the same object 
envinces a design to reduce them under absolute despotism, it is their 
right, it is their duty, to throw off such government and to provide new 
guards for their future security.

As we Black people in America, watch what’s taking place in Ferguson, Missouri to 
our people, Black people, it brings to mind the fact that, “we as a suffering people, are 

not organized to defend our communities, from 
racist, fascist, white Americans, donning police 
uniforms, and occupying our Black community 
in Ferguson, Missouri,” like an occupying 
army in Iraq, Afganistan or some other nation 
that American Imperialism is active in. We see 
the parallel to the suffering people of Palestine 
in Gaza and the West Bank, as Zionist Israel, 
armed and financed by American Imperialism, 
murders children with FI6 fighter jets given to 
them by this country, who is now murdering and 
brutalizing Black people in America in Missouri. 
“An unarmed people are subjected to slavery at 
any given moment.” We feel helpless to give aid 
to our people in Ferguson, Missouri. 




Let Ferguson, Missouri’s Black community be a reminder, that we have no “defense mechanism 
in place to defend our people from the invasion of racist white men with guns, armored vehicles, 
and assault weapons.” As I have always said, over, and over, “More murder of Black people 
by racist police officials will continue.” As in all murders of Black people by racist white men 
in police uniform, nothing will be done by District Attorneys, judges, court systems, mayors, 
governors, and the standing U.S. President Sambo Barack Obama will do nothing to stop the 
murders. It’s upon Black people who are being victimized by this constant murder by so- 
called law enforcement to end this repression, and who are the murderers, racist, hateful white 
Americans wearing police uniforms. “War has been declared” by Black Freedom Fighters in 
America. Stay tuned for the battles on the street, for they are surely forthcoming. 

Take individual responsibility in purchasing and obtaining a rifle of at least 30 caliber in 
strength. Also, take responsibility for breaking it down and explaining the necessity of having 
the “range” on your main weapon of war. Pistols and hand guns play a role in close combat 
situations, but those pistols and hand guns don’t afford you the opportunity to remain behind 
cover, concealment, and have the ability to hit your enemy target, in “the kill zone.” Also the 
concept of Range on your weapons allows you to apply “Withdrawal Tactics,” when engaged 
in a fire fight with enemy elements. Remember that without “Range” on your weapon, many 
tactical operations are not possible. 

In addition, by Party members taking it upon themselves in a “collective effort” to 
attain a “Rifle for each Black Rider Liberation Party member,” we accomplish some 
of our logistical goals in terms of equipment necessary for the upcoming battles. The 
original Black Panther Party applied this Collective Unity in the mid and late 1960’s 
and this was the successful method we used in building our “Black Power Base” and 
strength of the Party in the early days when our funding was minimum. As you know 
we practice the principle, “the political power grows out the barrel of a gun.” So again, 
it’s ordered that All Comrades in the Black Riders Liberation Party, attain your rifle as 
required as members of the Revolutionary organization.
